A brief in which the 
counsels for Taylor aiel Beckham joined 
was flied at the same tim e asking for an 
early hearing. 
In this agre-d statemeul 
It was set forth that both I avk>r ami 
Bcekhain as governor, John Marshall ai 
lieutenant governor on the Republican 
Bide, aud L. H. Carter as president prs: 
tem of the senate aud John B. Castle 
man as adjutant general on the Demo­ 
cratic side, are each and all claim ing th« 
right to and actually attem pting to exer* 
cise tho powers of their respective office* 
severally, clanned by them , thus pro ; 
dnemg great (suffusion in Kentueky by 
reason of doubts as to which of the per’ 
sons named has tho lawful right to exer 
cise the authority jH-rtainiug to the sev­ 
eral offices named, all to the great injury
